Lexington and Big Sandy Railroad. 

On Tncsilay last, Mr. J. J. Hayden, of 
Lexington, Ky., calleil in onr office and 
gave »s a vety encouraging repor t fronn the 
fjcxington nnd llig Sandy Uailroad. 

Mr. Hayden is largely interested in the 
road, and as he was tinnneial agent for the 
Company last year ami fully understands 
thewoiking nt the Uonrpany, we irly a» 
much upon his judgment and conclnsions 
ns upon the judgment anil conclivsioits of 
any one else. \Ve piibliKh for the benefit 
of our readers all the information which 
we have upon tlio subject: 

The Kentucky Improvements Company 
have forfeited tlieir contract for the Road 
by a failure to comply with the conditions 
of the obligation. 

Sevcial Sontlmvn Railroad Companies, 
with headqnartcrs at Alemphis, have joined 
n an cnterpri-c looking to an air line from 
Memphis to Norfolk. The eomidetion of 
live Chesapeake nnd Ohio R. K., and tlie 
Lexington ami Big Sandy II. li , leaves 
hut one gap of 75 or 85 miles in the line, 
tliat being between Lexington and Eliza- 
bethtown, Ky. The I.cxington nnd Big 
Sandy Railroad company liave made sitcb 
arrangements with Railiond men at the 
Sonth as to leave only the contingency of 
a charier from onr Legislature, which meets 
next month, and which will be sought 
with energy, for a Railroad to bridge the 
above gaj). The importance of such a 
Road is readily understood hy business 
men both East nnd South. Onr informant 
says the money, which is indispensable in 
tlie construction and completion of these 
Roads in Kentucky, can be commanded 
very readily shonld all the parties con 
cerned determine to consolidate their inter- 
est in the formation of a ihrongh line from 
the South, making Norfolk tlie Eastern 
terminus. 

Such a lino as the one contemplated 
would be of move value to the South and 
West than any lino which has or can be 
coustrueled. It is by odds the sliortcsl 
nnd most direct route for the Irnnsporta 
tion of cotton and the protlticts of the Sonth 
nnd West to Europe; wjiile the location 
is such, that 'vhile Ro-ads silnnted fniTher 
North nnd leading to New York or Bo.ston, 
are blockaded with the snows of winter 
this lino will ho clear and unobstrncted. 

For these ami many other reasoms which 
we have not the space to ennmorale the 
friends of the air line lo Norfolk urge the 
consolidation of every interest into the one 
grand International Road. Wo earnestly 
hope they will succeed .

tion.” Tlie coiiit also dccideil, in the 
“aine cases, that money, choses inaction, 
deposits, ike., held in oilier States or 
eoimtrics hy citizens of Kentucky, are 
subject to (axnlion itmlcr onr laws, and 
must he so assessel, unless the asscsso , 
iias some evidence that they aro tnX-'d in 
the hlfafc or country in wbicli they are 
sitnateJ. It becomes the duty of the Audi- 
tor, ns a mailer of coTTsoqiience, under tlie 
rnlinjfs of onr highest tribunal, lo issue 
the following instrnctions tff county asses- 
sors; Tobacco, inanufacturcd or stemmed; 
corn, wheat, lye, hailcy, or other grains 
manufactared into meal. Sour, distilled 
spirits, or made into malt liquors; hcnni 
made into bagging, rope, twine, or cloth; 
hides or skins tanned into shoes, boots, 
bridles harnes.s, or other things; and all 
other articles laisod or prorltKed by tlie 
prodneeivand sold by him, and .subsequent- 
ly ptepared for rc-salc by the purchaser, 
must bo assessed by the County Assessor 
for taxation under the head of merchandise. 
It is also the dirty of rsecbscts to 
assess for taxation, under the equalization 
law, all money, cho.sos in action, deposits, 
<kc., held nnd ow?*cd by citizens of this 
Stale, in other States or corrfffrres, iinles she 
hare som» etidence that such money, 
ehoscs in action, deposits, ikc., ai'c taxed 
in the Stace or county wherfi they are hold 
The basis of valuation in each and all of 
the foregoing articles will be, ns in the 
case of other articles of property, the gold 
basis.

same time vciy nnwise. The farmer rec- 
ognizes his wcnllli in the multiplication of 
his broad acres, jnst ns the merchant or 
banker docs in (ho aecnmnlalion of Green- 
backs, but the difference between the two 
is, that the farmer may add acre to acre, 
without the ability lo rcmlef (he invest- 
ment prodnetivo, wltile the merchant or 
banker has no iliffieulty in finding profita- 
ble investments for his greenbacks. It is 
always a bad policy (obny more land, and 
give manure in hoinoepathic doses to that 
already in possession. 

The safe and sure guide for the farmer 
is to attempt (lie cultivation of no more 
seres than ho can keep in perfect good or- 
der, and every day's experience demon- 
strates the fact that, with occasional excop- 
lions, a little farm well tilled is more prof- 
itable in the end than a large one indiffe- 
rently cultivated.

Tlie- practice of granting legi-dative iiidnl- 
gonco to delinquent sheriffs is condemned 
as unwise and pernieions. 

The attention of the I.-gidalme is spec- 
ially directed to the operation of the Civil 
Eights Hill in Kcntneky. It claims and 
asearte jiuisdieticn over the people of Ken- 
tucky and'cilizens under its operutinn, are 
ttikcnfromlhe custody of the Slate niilhori- 
tias which have cognizoiR-c and jniistlic- 
tion of the offcnccaaml luirneil away, un- 
der coerci-ve* process to Koni-.villeanil Cov- 
ington. The llisti ict Court of Keiitin ky 
has held the act to bo Constiliitional while 
the most eminent lawyers in the band hold 
that it is jdainly a violalion of the Consti- 
tution and an nnwarrnntcd nsiirpation of 
the rights of the States. Gov. Stevenson 
roeommeuds-that the Iy.igi.slatnro provide 
ffir the decision of the question by the Su- 
preme Court. The settlement of no ques- 
tion at this juncture, more rntirnatcly con- 
cerns the interests ol Kcntneky. 

The establishment of a house of reform 
for youthful offenders is advised and the ne 
cessily for it pointed out with gieat force 
and clearness.. 

Tho-liuror question is also pressed upon 
♦he legislature. Gov. Stevenson’s views 
on the snhjeet of supplying lost slave la- 
bor by the enconragement of foreign immi- 
gration, arc well-wortliy of serious consid- 
eration by Ihcliegislntnre. No subject can 
so profitably engage tlicir minds. 

The message touches upon every topic 
of general importance to the State and in- 
dicates a line of policy at once wise and 
procticablo. 

The lyglslafure is an able, working, 
bo<ly and will doubtless avail themselves 
of the Governor’s snggeslions and reduce 
Ills views to such haws as are most eoudu- 
civo to the welfare and prosperity of the 
Commonwealth.

Rice having before the war been a member 
of the Kentucky lygislatiire. Zoigler 
claims that, by reason of this alleged dis- 
qnalilieation, nil the votes cast for Rice were 
illegal and null from the beginning, and 
that only the. votes cast for himself arc 
h’gal and ought to be coimtcil by Con- 
gress. Thus, ho contends, not only that 
John M. Rice is not entitled to the sent by 
reason of the alleged qualification, but 
that he, Zeigler, is entitled lo it because 
of tbe illegality of the votes cast fora dis- 
pinlificd person. , 

\Ye olso understand that M. Rico feels 
confident of bis own ability to cstabli.->li bis 
right to, and to scenre, tlie seat to w liicb be 
was elected by the people, and will s)iare 
no pains to vindicate his own claim.s and 
the lights or the people. He was never 
gnilty of treason, or any act w hich wonhl 
work disqnalifiealion under the Amend- 
ment or the statute of Congress. W c are 
satisfied that no case can bo made out 
against Mr. Rice by any save perjured wit- 
nesses. Even tlie R.-idicals are becoming 
disgusted at those claims to admission by 
men w hom the people have repn. Bated, and 
itisnotatnll probable that they will be 
ns ready to listen to V\ illis Hotkadays, 
Spotswood Deadmans and Nichols, as 
they were when 5IcKeo contested the seat 
of John D. Young. Of course nothing 
mean in this District could come off with- 
out the connivance of McKee, and wo learn, 
that he drew up the notice and forwarded 
it to Zeigler. 

Even though the latter mtty obtain per- 
jured testimony sufficient to afi'ord the Rad- 
icals a pretext for ousting Rice, it is not 
probable he will himself bo benefited by 
the result. He w-iil not be able to throw- 
out the votes given for Rice, on the score 
of the disloyalty of the voters or of tbe 
judges, ns was done in the former disgrace- 
ful contest.

of the election. It is .Sufficient to say that 
no such case was established against J ohn 
.M. Rico, nor is it nt all probable that one 
can he so established. Under such a rnl- 
ing Z'-Mglcr could not get the seat even in 
case Rice slionld be excluded, which w-e 
do not antici pate . — Maysville Eagl e.
